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Annual Business Meeting 


President Martha Eliot presided at the Annual 
Business Meeting of the National Conference of 
Social Work which was held in Atlantic City on 
Wednesday afternoon, April 26. 

The report of the Tellers Committee was pre- 
sented by John Ferguson and the report of the 
Nominations Committee by Miss Margaret Reeves, 
Chairman. Both of these reports, which are printed 
elsewhere in this issue of the Bulletin, were ap- 
proved. Wendell Johnson of the Child and Family 
Agency, Toledo, Ohio, reported on the meeting of 
Area Representatives which had been held on 
Monday, April 24. 

Arch Mandel, Treasurer, presented the financial 
report for the period ending March 31. He pointed 
out that the surplus which existed would be needed 
for the heavy expenses during the month of April 
in connection with the Annual Meeting. He reported 
that the expenditures of the Conference were in line 
with the Conference 1950 budget which had been 
approved by the Executive Committee at its meeting 
in December 1949. With regard to memberships, he 
said that while renewals were holding up, new 
memberships were lagging and that the Conference 
needed more members to give it the firm financial 
basis which was desirable. 

The Executive Secretary then presented a brief 
report on developments in the Conference during 
the past year, during which the recommendations of 
the Study Committee have been implemented. He 
outlined the‘new organization of the Annual Meeting 
sections and subject matter which would first be 
put in effect at the 1951 Annual Meeting. Other 
points included the two volumes of Proceedings now 
being published and plans for a limited number of 
regional meetings in cooperation with selected State 
Conference of Social Work. 

Donald S. Howard suggested that the new Pro- 
gram Committee give consideration to leaving one 
key spot on the Annual Meeting program unfilled 
until just prior to the meeting. This would make it 
possible to give consideration to any significant last- 
minute developments in the welfare field, which is 
difficult if not impossible under the present plan by 
which the entire program is planned several months 
in advance. 


A Message to Conference Members 


Washington, D. C. 
May 26, 1950 


Fellow Conference Members: 


It was a great pleasure to me to meet many mem- 
bers of the Conference in Atlantic City, and to 
attend the first meetings which represented my new 
duties. I am deeply appreciative of the honor which 
has been bestowed upon me in my selection as Pres- 
ident of the Conference. I doubt if my past contri- 
butions to the Conference have warranted such con- 
fidence. However, I shall certainly try to insure 
that the coming year will represent the best of effort 
and intelligence which I can muster. 


Fortunately, my induction into the task was 
greatly eased by the fine, responsible work of past 
President Martha Eliot, and past Acting President 
Lester Granger. I want to thank them publicly for 
the keen sense of responsibility which they demon- 
strated in clearing up the old business of the Con- 
ference in order to make way for the new problems 
of the coming Conference year. I shall try to carry 
on in this same spirit. 


I have long entertained a number of ideas concern- 
ing the activities of the Conference. I hope to be 
able to see some of these put into effect at the next 
Conference. Some of the discussions which took 
place in Atlantic City make me very hopeful that 
there will be a widespread interest in these ideas. 
I find that there are many others who have had the 
same thoughts. 


At this midpoint in the century, the United States 
and the world are faced with tremendous social and 
economic problems, in all of which social work is 
deeply concerned. The United States as a Nation 
has arisen to new responsibilities far beyond even 
the imagination of our forefathers. As a Nation, we 
Americans bring many past triumphs to bear on 
these future problems. However, our success in 
meeting our own domestic problems, and in helping 
to solve those of the world as a whole will not de- 
pend on these past successes but on our future 
abilities and efforts. It seems to me that social work 
and social workers have the viewpoint and the 
ability to make a contribution to the success of the 
future. - 


I welcome the association with the staff of the 
Conference, with the Executive Committee and with 
the other Committees. I appreciate also the co- 
operation of the National Social Welfare Assembly. 
I hope that all of our joint efforts will produce a 
most successful Conference in 1951.

The major objectives of the Joint Committee are: 

a) To bring about some unity and to provide for a 
closer integration between the formal program 
of the National Conference and the program 
of the Associate and Special Groups during the 
time of the Annual Meeting. 

b) To provide for a closer integration between 
the programs conducted under the auspices of 
the Conference and other forum activities in 
in the field of social welfare. 


c) To stimulate the use of materials and ideas 
presented at the meetings of the National Con- 
ference by appropriate organizations—such as 
the NSWA—in planning, research, public re- 
lations and social action programs. 


d) To formulate long-range and systematic treat- 
ment of essential and basic subject matter. 


The Committee’s authority is advisory, final de- 
cisions resting with the Program Committee of the 
National Conference and members of the Assembly. 


The Joint Committee spent considerable time at 
its Atlantic City meeting discussing the theme for 
the 1951 Annual Meeting. It was generally agreed 
that if this could be selected before fall, the Area 
Representatives and others who are asked for pro- 
gram suggestions would be in a much better position 
to make specific proposals for consideration by the 
Program Committee. 


Some attention was also given to the problems of 
the Associate Groups and to how more integration 
between their programs and the formal program of 
the National Conference of Social Work could be 
achieved. It was felt that this question needed 
special attention, and a sub-committee was author- 
ized to study the matter and report at the fall meet- 
ing of the Joint Committee. 


The next meeting of the Joint Committee will 
take place early in October just preceding the meet- 
ing of the Conference Program Committee.

The overall theme has been divided into six topics 
as follows:

4. Relations between Public Bodies and Voluntary 

Social Organizations in the Sphere of Social
